Occasionally during the exist. 
ence of this young Republic there 
have been attempts at abuse of this 
objective, but always there were 
the legislative branch—the Con- 
gress—and the Court to offset 
this intrusion. 

More than a decade ago the 
President set out to stack the 
Supreme Court, which at that time 
was made up of “nine old men,” 
all eminent lawyers and students 
of the Constitution. He publicly 
stated that he wanted a Court 
of liberal thought (a court that 
would go along with his “progres- 
sive thinking). The Congress—the 
representative of the people—re- 
fused to give him the requested 
legislation authorizing this objec- 
tive. Thus a check was tempor- 
arily placed upon the executive by 
the legislative vranch of the Gov- 
ernment. However, death and re- 
tirement gave both Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman the neces. 
sary weapon, and today we have 
a stacked Court. 

For the past several years this 
new Court has gradually shown 
its colors with precedent-shattering 
decisions. The school segregation 
decision was, of course, an astound- 
ing illustration of the invasion of 
the legislative field; the Congress 
has repeatedly refused to enact 
legislation in the matter of Civil 
Rights. 

Recently this “progressive” court 
has further shown its colors in two 
decisions handed down in rapid 
succession. It held the State of 
Pennslvania had no right to con- 
vict and sentence a traitor to this 
country under the Pennsy!-Sedition 
Laws. While 46 other states have 
similar laws, the Court held that 
this was the exclusive jurisdiction 
of the Federal Court under the 
Smith Act passed by Congress a 
few years ago. Then a few days 
later the Court held that New 
York City did not have authority 
to fire an alleged Communist pro- 
fessor who had pleaded the Fifth 
amendment when asked about his 
Communist activities. 

All this adds up to the fact 
that if the Court is permitted to 
ride herd unchecked, the states

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CLOVER MANAGEMENT 


Clover, vetch and winter peas 
should be grazed heavily during 
April and May. This will give 
you the full benefit of the graz- 
from them, Grazing the legum- 
es heavily will also make it 
easier for the grass that follows 
to get through. 

If weeds, like many weeds and 
dock get too thick in clover 
stands clip to thin them out. Set 
the clipper blade high enough 
so as to not hurt the grazing, 
but low enough to clip off the 
weeds. 


COTTON PLANTING TIME 


Gotton should be planted when 
the soil warms up in an individ- 
ual field. Usually this means 
April 1-15 in Hancock County. 
Weather is important on growth 
of young cotton seedings. Tem- 
peratures below 60 degrees F. 
make for more damage from soil- 
borne disease organisms. Low 
temperatures also prevent setting 
of the first squares which is one 
cause of the first bolls set so 
high on the plant. 

Plant your cotton for a good 
stand. This means 40 to 50 
thousand plants per acre on av- 
erage land. On highly produc. 
tive land, 60,000 plants per acre 
oO. K. 
For chemical grass control, 
CIPC used at the rate of one and 
a half to two pounds of material 
diluted in 12 gallons of water is 
recommended. This should be 
sprayed in a 12-inch band imme- 
diately behind the packer wheel. 

Remember, plant your entire 
allotment, or turn it back to the, 
county committee. Don’t lose 
acreage by failure to either plant 
all the allotment or turning the 
unused portion back to the com- 
mittee. 

DON'T OVERPAY YOUR TAXES 

For every $100 of forgotten and 
unrecorded farm expenses, you 
overpay your income taxes by 
at least $20. 

The best way to avoid over- 
payment, as well as a mad scram- 
ble at income-tax time, is to keep 
a good set of farm records. 

Farming today is a business. 
You can’t afford to guess about 
your business affairs; you must 
know. 

Adequate farm records can be 
kept in simple form without too 
much time spent. complete 
record of expenses and income, 
together with inventory changes 
furnishes the necessary figures 
for calculating your labor in- 
come. : 

Labor income is what you get 
for your year’s work, above in- 
terest on investment and all 
farm expenses. š 

Make record keeping a-part of 
your farm business in 1956. Farm 
account books prepared by the 
Mississippi Agricultural Extension 
Service are available. You can 
get yours by contacting your lo- 
cal. county agent.

Delinquent Child? -- Delinquent Home 


By J. Edgar Hoover, Director, Federal Bureau of Investigation 


SOME TIME ago a juvenile 
“erime club” was broken up on 
the West Coast. Its members 
ranged from 9 to 15 years old. 
They admitted picking pockets, 
shoplifting, burglarizing, and 
other crimes. 

Five of the twelve boys had 
parents who both worked full- 
gime., Two of the other boys had 
been deserted by their mother, 
and were in a housekeeper’s 
charge while pee: 
their father } 
worked all day. 
Another came 
from a broken 
home; his moth- 
er worked all 
day to support 
her children. 
Neglected at 
home, all these & i 
boys fell into Hoover 
bad company and became crim- 
inals. 

THIS STORY, and many like 
it, shows that we need sound 
family life, family prayer and 
religious instruction, to solve 
our growing juvenile delinquen- 
cy problem. Children aren't 
born criminals — they become 
criminals. 

A wholesome family life is of 
primary importance in the 
child’s early environment. A 
happy home, glowing with love 
of God, provides a healthy at- 
wmaogphere for the child. Every

Against this careless- 
ness, the parents of our citizens 
of tomorrow must be constantly 
on guard.

CONTROLLING OUTDOOR 
FIRES 

Outdoor fires—the uncontroll. 
ed and dangerous kind—are 
closely related to weather condi- 
i tions and people, says Howard 
F Simmons, County Agent. 

“And while you can’t do much 
about the weather, there’s plen- 
ty you can do about your own 
habits to prevent field or other 
outdoor fires,” is Mr. Simmon’s 
special Spring Clean-Up advice. 

The danger of outdoor fires 
varies with changes in relative 
humidity, fuel moisture content, 
wind conditions, length of time 
measurable rainfall and other 
fact rs, he said. 

Just as common sense tells you 
when all these factors combine 
for the most dangerous condi- 
tions, that same common sense 
should help us stop these fires
